1. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests a housing assembly for enclosing 
and storing cable splices comprising: first and second axially 
aligned end plates, first and second housing members realeasably 
and sealingly clamped to each other, a sealing member extending 
along a length of the housing member and located along a 
longitudinal edge of at least one of the housing members; end 
plate seal members embedded into grooves at opposing ends of the 
seal housing members and third and fourth housing members 
interchangable with the first and second housing members also 
being releasably and sealingly clamped to each other with the 
third anf fourth housing members enclosing the end plates and are 
symmetrical to each other. Also, not shown or taught is an end 
seal washer assembly for use in a cable enclosure (see claim 30); 
a method of measuring an outer diameter of a cable prior to 
insertion through a sealing washer (see claim 40) and the 
portable washer cutter (see claim 41) ; a plug for sealing en end 
plate opening (see claim 64) and a hanging clip for suspending 
cable enclosure shells (see claim 68) . These featues are recited 
in claims 1-75.
